Bucks County improved its safety 
record in 1960 as 42 died on the roads 
compared to 56 in 1959. 
Thirty-five males and seven females 
made up the total. 
Of the 42 fatalities, nine were under 
21 years of age. The youngest of the 
minors was a two-year-old Perkasie 
Mounted Route I boy. 
Twelve 
pedestrians 
are 
included 
among the 42 highway deaths during 
the past 12 months. 
Two boys, one 13 and one 16 years 


old, were killed in bicycle car crashes. 
October, with ten fatalities, had the 
heaviest death toll and M arch was next 
with four deaths. 
First, Last Deaths 
The first highway death in 1960 oc­ 
curred Jan. 14, near Langhorne. The 
last highway death in 1960 took place 
Dec. l l in Morrisville. 
A triple tragedy struck Aug. 15 when 
a father, mother and their young son 
were killed on Route 309, near Quaker­ 
town, in a head-on truck-car accident.
